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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Consider claims 1, 5, 6, 7, and 8, the best prior art of record found during the 

examination of the present application, Lantto et al. (US Patent 7,152,160) discloses 
performing proxy authentication (using a method such as CHAP - Column 2, Lines 4-7) of a 
device (computer 401 - Figure 4) tethered to a wireless unit (GPRS handset 403 - Figure 4) 
(Abstract; Column 5, Lines 64-67; Column 9, Lines 40-62 - Figures 3 and 4). 

However, Lantto et al. fails to specifically disclose intercepting the challenge directed to 
the tethered device and performing the challenge/response without collaboration with the 
tethered device. Lantto et al. discloses that negotiations, 'PPP negotiation phase' 405, take place 
between the GPRS handset 403 and the computer 401 as a Link Control Protocol exchange 
(Column 10, Lines 45-62) before initiating the authentication and activation procedure by 
submitting the 'Activate PDP Context Request' 406 (Column 10, Lines 63-67). The 
acknowledgement is returned to the GPRS handset and forwarded to the computer once the 
session is set up (Column 11, Lines 1-6). This process can be performed in a transparent manner. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
